1 . (Currently Amended) A cart for transporting cargo, comprising: 

first and second extendable members e^ npled at a oinglo p e int on oach of the firgt 
cind QGCond o xtonddble m e mb e rs , each extendable m ember having a roller 
coupled proximate t o *be a.bottom end of the extendable member and a 
coan ectton point at an opposite end of the locatod on e aob extendable 
member proximate to the roller ; 
a handle having a linkage coupled to the top enda connection point of each of the 
first and second extendable members , wherein the handle may be oriented 
about the connection point of each of the first and second extendablg 
members into an cssentiallv parallel orientation respecti ve to each of the 
first and second extendable members; and 
one or more bands couplable to tho connootion point of on e each of the first or 

second extendable m embers at a first point and to a securing point distally 
located from the conncotio a first p oint on one of the first or second 
extendable members so as to secure the cargo against the first and second 
extendable members. 
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2. (Previously Presented) The cart of claim 1 , wherein each of the one or more 



hands is adjustahle. 

3. (Previously Presented) The cart of claim 2, wherein the one or more bands is a 
biingee cord. 



5. (Previously Presented) The cart of c]aim 1, further comprising: 

a plurality of securing points located on each of the first and second extendable 
members at various sections of the extendable members for receipt of the 
one or more bands, 

6, (Currently Amended) The cart of claim 1, wherein the roller is configured with a 
tumififT nnpnhility of 360 d e gr ee s nivotable about a vertical.axis .

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8. (Currently Amended) A cart for transportmg cargo, comprising: 

first and second extendable members, each member having a roller coupled 

proximate to ^ a.bottom end of the extendable member and an opening 
located on each extendable member proximate to the roller, 

a handle having a linkage coupled to the top ends of each of the first and second 
extendable members at a connection pomt of each extendable member so 
that the handle is selectively movable between a position that is essentially 
parallel to each of the first and second extendable members and a position 
that is substantially perpendicul ar to each of t he first and second 
extendable members; and 

a receptacle member coupled to each of the first and second extendable members 
through the openings in each of the first and second extendable members 
and extending a predetermined length fi"om the first and second extendable 
members7-a&4 

one or more bandu couploblo to the r e ceptabl e s r e coptablo member of on e of th e 
first or - g e cond extendabl e members and - to a soeming point di s tally located 
from th e r e ceptacl e on ono of the firat or o e cond ext e ndabl enaeaab ers go qs 
to Qoouro the oorgo against the first and oooond extendable m e mb e rs . 

9. (Currently Amended) The cart of claim 8, wherein the fcoeptacl e s receptacle 
member is an eyelet mechanism having a substantially straight portion that extends through the 
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opening on the first or second extendable member so tl^at the eyelet roechanism may receive the 
one or more bands for securing the cargo. 

10. (Previously Presented) The cart of claim 8, wherein the eyelet mechamsm on 
each of the first and second extendable members opiates as a ledge of rest for the cargo. 

1 L (Previously Presented) The cart of claim 8, further comprising: 

a fibrst citjss member coupled to the first and second extendable members at a 
location proximate to the rollers. 

1 2. (Previously Presented) The cart of claim 1 1 , further comprising: 

a second cross member coupled to the first and second extendable members, 
wherein the second cross member is positioned between the first cross 
member and the handle. 

13. (New) The cart of claim 8, wherein the receptacle member is coupled between 
the first and second extCTidable members. 

14. (New) The cart of claim 8, wherein the receptacle member operates as a ledge of 
rest for the cargo- 

15. (New) The cart of claim 8, wherein each connection point is a pivotable 
connection between the linkage and each of the first and second extendable members. 
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1 6. (New) The cart of claim 8, further comprising one or more bands couplable to the 
receptacle member of one of the jSrst or second extendable members and to a securing point 
distally located from tlie receptacle on one of the first or second extendable members so as to 
secure the cargo against the first and second extendable members. 

17. (New) The cart of claim 1, wherein the linkage is a rod with connectors. 

18. (New) A cart for transporting cargo, comprising: 

first and second extendable members, each member being movable firom a first 

collapsed position to a second extended position, and each member having 
a roller coupled proximate to a bottom end of the mernber; 

a handle having a flexible linkage coupled proximate to top ends of each of the 
first and second extendable members so that the handle is selectively 
movable between a position that is essentially parallel to each of the first 
and second extoidable members and a position that is substantially 
transverse to each of the first aod second extendable members; 

an elongated receptacle member coupled to each of the first and second 

extendable members, each receptacle member being disposed proximate 
the bottom end of each extendable member and extending outward fi'om 
the extendable members in substantially parallel relation to support cargo; 
and 

one or more bands couplable along the extendable members to secure cargo. 
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1 9. (New) The cart of claim 1 8, ftirther comprismg a removable stabilizer bar 
coimecting the first and second extendable members proximate the bottom raids of the first and 
second extendable members. 



20. (New) The cart of claim 1 8, wherein each of the tollers is a caster- 



21. (New) A cargo transportation cart comprising: 

a handle having pivotable coupling linkage on opposing ends; and 
a pair of extendable members adapted for receiving one or more bands for 
seeming cargo to said extendable members, each extendable member 
having a roller coupled proximate to a bottom end of the extendable 
member and a comicction point at an opposite end of the extendable 
member for coupling to said couphog Mkage, 
whereby the handle and the extendable members maybe pivotably extended to 
position the handle substantially transverse to at least one of the 
extendable members and may be pivotably collapsed to position the 
handle substantially parallel to at least one of said extendable members. 
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
